* more was done than to premonish him of the 
* inadmissibility of so indecorous a course of 
“proceeding. This. also beingr without effect 
“ nothing remained but the step finally taken.” 


Here I am grieved to be once more obliged to 
éontradict Mr. Smith in a matter of fact: it re- 
ally seems to be his fate never to be able to state 
any cneumstance without misrepresenting it.— 
Tut iteertainly will © in the outsct be perceived,” 
by every person who has read the correspon- 
dence with any.attention, and remembers what 
he has read, that the Secretary begins with a 
down-stight and thrice repeated misrepresenta- 
tion. So far is it from being true, from anv

TI thank Mr. Sinith for un5do- 
soming himself so conipletely. I must beg the 
reader to examine this quotation once more ent 
to bear itin mind, for unless f am deceived it is 
the cluc toa labvrimth, 

Had My. Jackson’s object really been to re- 
proach this government with a fraudulent collu- 
sion with Mr. Erskine, it would [ admit, have 
been material to such a charge, to bring heme to 
them the knowledge of Mr. Erskine’s want of au- 
thority: that is what, at the bar, is called a sci- 
enter, and is always material to make out tite 
case of fraud, and to no other case. But where, 
in what part of the correspondence, does this 
appear to have been Mr. Jackson’s object? ta 
what despatch from Mr. Canning? In what let- 
ter from Mr. Pinknev detailng his conversations 
with the British secretary ? in what quarter and 
at what tinve has Mr. Jackson’s goveracmnt ever 
intimated any intention to reproach this or its 
conduct in the transaction disavowed? Take 
care, Mr. Secretary, least you remind the world 
that Conscience sometimes acis without an accu- 
ser, and that in the present occasion it has been 
alittle too busy for some people’s quiet. But 
whatever may have been the truth, or whatev- 
er the suspicions of the British government, cer- 
tain it is, that it has been content to state the 
single fact that Mr. Exskine did violate his in- 
structions ; nor until this moment has there ev- 
er appeared any thing that looked like a design 
to reproach our government with fraud: conse- 

uently, there never could have been any intcn- 
tion to charge them with a knowledye of Mr. 
Erskine’s violation : the simple violation, beng 
in itself, ample cause for such disavewal. The 
attempt, therefore, to fasten upon Mr. Jackson 
so odious an imputation as that he had made 

such a charge, is no better than an artifice, a 
downright artifice, as I hope to shew. 

That violated instructions cannot bind, but 
subject all agreements made under them, to 
be disavowed, without assigning any other cause, 
will never be questioned by any man conversant 
with national law, or endued with « moderate 

ortion of common sense: and, that a general 
etter of credence, unaccompanicd with a “full 
power,” never authorises a minister to conclude 
an arrangement so as te bind his sovereign, is 
apporent from the exammation, not only of pre- 
cedents abroad ; but of every prececcnt at home, 
from the time of the formation of the govern- 
ment down to the administraiion of Mr. Jeffer- 
son himsclf. 

‘Fhe administration, however, do well in at- 
tempting to establish a different doctrine: for 
a different doctrine, only, can answer their pur- 
pose. Tf, as Mr. Madison has ventured in his 
Message to state, they could suceced in shewing 
it to be the law of nations, that, in order te jus- 
tify a disavowal of engageinents, it is necessary 
for the party disavowing to shew, not only that 
his minister violated his instructions, but that 
he made the other party a particeps criminis by 
giving him notice at the time that he wes violating 
then, then, Ladmit, they will have accomplished 
something in support of a cause, which, in truth, 
stands in need of support, snd which, after all, 
can find it, f fear, no where else. Those who 
take that side of the argument, take the affirma- 
tive, and of course are bound to produce the law 
on which they rely. I will, therefore, as in fair 
arguments, I may, content myself with denying 
it; Esay then it is not law; it never was law; 
nor it never can be law; and I challenge the 
whole host of ministerial writers to produce a 
shadow of auihority, in any work of reputation, 
ancient or modern, that but glances towards so 
absurd a doctrine. Such, however, is the doc- 
trine advanced by the administration; they in- 
sist on the scienter’s being essential; and know- 
ing, Whatever may be the fact, that good care 
has been taken to afford neither Erskine nor any 
one else, any chance of proving it upon them, 
they are boid in their denials; and they are in- 
cessant in their attempts to put it forward and 
press it upon the public as the point of main im- 
portance, 

By this time, I think, the reader who has lion- 
ored me with his attention. will begin to see 
through the artifice of imputing to Mr. Jackson 
that he has charged the government with a know- 
ledge at the time, that Mr. Erskine departed 
from his instructions. Nothing is more common 
with a dishonest advocate of a bad cause, than 
to attempt to place his adversary on ground of 
his own, in order to assail him with an advantave 
which the true and fair ground would not afford 
him. Hence it is, that Mr Smith nevet ceascs 
for 2 moment to insist on making this Anowledze 
a part of Mr. Jackson’s case ; influenced, too, by 
the double motive of obtaining a prop for his 
cause, and at the same time placing his oppo- 
nent in an odious light, before the public. Mr. 
Jackson must have been a very weak man, in- 
stead of the able and expert diplomatist which 
they say he is, if he did not know better where 
the merits of his case lay. Tle certainly did 
know better; he did know thatthe seienter made 
no part of it. Whatever may have been his pri- 
vate opinion as to the fact, yet for him to have 
msisted upon bringing home to the administra- 
tion a knowledge of Mr. Erskine’s departure from 
his instructions, would have been trifiing and im- 
pertinence, and the most egregions folly; it 
would have been to give up the good and’suffi- 
cient ground which he already had to stand up- 
on, for that which was probably untenable, and 
which, whether tenable or not, was of no sort of 
importance. It therefore is not to be presumed, 
Mr. Jackson did take the ground imputed to him; 
and to shew that he did, requires* something 
amore than equivocal evidence ; it requires noth- 
ing less than positive proof. Let us now then 
open the volume of documents before us, and 
see if it really does contain such proof.
